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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 5, 7-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests as cited in claims 5, 7: An active matrix pixel device comprising 
a plurality of polycrystalline silicon islands supported by a substrate, one of the polycrystalline 
silicon islands providing a channel and doped source/drain regions of a thin film transistor, the 
active matrix pixel device further comprising a PIN diode which includes a p-type doped region 
and an n-type doped region separated by an amorphous silicon intrinsic region, wherein the 
amorphous silicon intrinsic region overlies and contacts at least a part of one of the 
polycrystalline silicon islands which provides one of the p-type or n-type doped regions of the 
PIN diode, wherein the doped source/drain regions and said one of the p-type or n-type doped 
regions of the PIN diode are provided by the same polycrystalline silicon island and a vertical 
n-i-p stack is used by using a doped region of the polysilicon thin film transistor for the n-type 
region (as cited in claim 5); An active matrix pixel device comprising a plurality of 
polycrystalline silicon islands supported by a substrate, one of the polycrystalline silicon 
islands providing a channel and doped source/drain regions of a thin film transistor, the active 
matrix pixel device further comprising a PIN diode which includes a p-type doped region and 
an n-type doped region separated by an amorphous silicon intrinsic region, wherein the 
amorphous silicon intrinsic region overlies and contacts at least a part of one of the 
polycrystalline silicon islands which provides one of the p-type or n-type doped regions of the 
PIN diode, wherein both the p-type and n-type doped regions of the PIN diode are provided by 
respective ones of the polycrystalline silicon islands, and wherein a distance between the 
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doped regions is substantially equal to a gap between adjacent thin film transistors (as cited in 
claim 7).
